Oneat Deerfield Will Not be Built 
This Year. 


Deerfield, Feb. 24.—With a territory 
of between 4,000 and 5,000 acres under 
contract for beets for the season of 1ÍK)0 
the million dollar sugar factory at 
Dundee will not be built until the fol- 
lowing year. 
The announcement was 
the cause of much surprise. 


E. C. Post, secretary and general 
manager of the company, sends out 
circular containing this Information, 
although It was but a week ago tbat 
large meeting of farmers was hele 
here, addressed by representatives of 
the company, and a large acreage was 
placed under contract. 
The 
reasons 
for delay are given in the following ex 
tracts from the circular: 


"The beet growing act'eage secured 
under contract to date, is not suilicient 
to warrant the large investment of cap- 
ital necessary for the erection of a 750- 
tOD-per-day factory at, this time. 


"The present high prices of machin- 
ery and building materials will materi- 
ally increase tbe cont of the factory 
above what it should be under normal 
conditions. 


The circular then proceeds: 
"Dur- 
ing the spring and suuimer of lUdU t he 
company'wlll place the contract for the 
entire plant. 
The machinery will be 
put in place during the winter and 
spring and the plant will be eomp'eted 
by July 1, lUOl." 


The farmers who aru under contract 
for the coming seas^on are not any loo 
well pleased with the situation, but 
have not as yet decided what course 
they will follow.

F annie H . C hristopher R elates 
Some E xperiences. 


“ I have been in many interesting 
awakenings, both moral and religious,” 
writes Mrs. Fannie H. Christopher of 
this city, “and have heard most earnest 
and touching expressions from unfor­ 
tunate and suffering humanity, but I 
think now, though years have passed 
since my visits there, that none ever 
touched my heart with the same in­ 
tensity as did the outburst of feeling 
which came from many of the unfor­ 
tunate prisoners at a religious meeting 
held one Lord’s day in the penitentiary, 
conducted mostly by ladies. 


“ A few earnest men and women of 
Louisville met at the 
penitentiary 
about 9 o ’clock a. in. 
On entering the 
prison chapel the convicts were already 
seated. As we passed up between them 
to the platform we looked 
around 
pleasantly upon the hundreds of unfor­ 
tunate men. 
In a moment many a for­ 
lorn, despairing look seemed to vanish 
and in its place carre a grateful ex­ 
pectant one. 
The chaplain had given 
the prisoners liberty to speak, pray or 
sing. 
Many responded without a mo­ 
m ent’s hesitancy until the time given 
them wad expired. Several had spoken 
witli deep feeling and all but one had 
been tPe unfortunate victims of intem- 
perunce. 
Then an old gray headed 
man, who evidently looked older from 
•iin and suffering, began to sing in a 
lt)w irembiing voice 
It was a tune few 
iieemed to know but before he had 
tiniBhed the second verse he was so 
overcome that he stopped, when one of 
the ladies b. gan singing, ‘‘O, Do Not 
Be Discouraged for Jesus is 
V. ur 
Friend.” 
At the conclusion of the 
verse the old man arose tresnbling in 
every limb and in broken accents said: 
“ Yes, dear ladies, there was a time 
when I felt that Jesus was my friend. 
He gave me wealth and a home where­ 
in was a devoted wife and lovely chil­ 
dren, where we used to sing this and 
other songs together, but I can t sing 
them no»v. 
It breaks my heart now to 
think of it, but indulging in drink 
after a while madduned me, and I be­ 
came worse than a orute, a demon. All, 
all has vanished like a dream, if the 
terrible reality that followed ware on­ 
ly a dream, but, oh God, it is not.” 


H ere the stricken prisoner ceased 
sneaking for a moment, made an effort 
tu uucome calm. 
He then said quietly, 
“ Ladles, to you I owe much. 
Your 
cominii often has been a great bleo»ing- 
to me and all of us, though I know that 
you cannot re'^tore to me my home, 
family nor all the blessmgs that were 
once mine. 
No, they are gone forever, 
but you htive given rue courage to hope 
that God will forgive me even vathm 
these prison walls. 
I am an old man, 
gro.vn lolder from guilt and remorse, 
the sands of a wretcned life have near­ 
ly run, luy iaoors nere will ho ou cease, 
aud though 1 have «hrunk from being 
laid in a dishonortd grave, yet if the 
dear Saviour will oe again my friend 
to comfort, aud sustain me through the 
dr<'ary hoats iu my cell I svill no more 
stirink from it but lay me down in 
peace even iu a fellon’s grave.”

Not a 
word wusj Hpoken. 
Many were in tear!;. 
The silence revealed the truth that all 
were deeply affected by the few broken 
¡sentences liad bvten uttered. 
No duubt

this unfortunate prisoner for life. 
Two 
of the ladles left the stand, went over 
to the old man giunyr him their nand, 
extending it to the others near. 
This 
in itself was but a small act, but all the 
Christian moth»-. a had kiudled in their 
hearts for thie aafortunate prisioner for 
life. 
There is a wonderful Influence in 
the genial grasp of the hand and in 
the pleading tones of women, irresisti­ 
ble at times. 
The great Redeemer wa^i 
touched by woman’s tears and pleac- 
ings and in his dying agony remem- 
^'^^ed her. 
It is to be regretted that 
so few women are found In the exer­ 
cise of that wonderful power which 
God has seen tit in the greatness of his 
wisdom to bestow upon her. 
Visiting 
hospitals and prisons is one of the Helds 
in which more Christian women should 
be engaged, also to go among the e rr­ 
ing of both sexes in the endeavor to 
reform them and save them from prison 
walls, thereby sparing them the shame 
and ignominy which will 
ever 
be 
stamped upon all unfortunates who 
enter them.

children, 
thereby bringing the num ber of souls 
in the Hicks family, exclusive of the 
venerable father himself, up to 29G. 


The members of the Ricks family are 
scattered over a stretch of country 14 
miles long by two miles wide. 
Ileber 
Ricks has an even dozen ranches, winch, 
with those of the sons and daughters, 
make <juite a good-sized 
settlem ent. 
In the center of this settlem ent a town 
calld Rlcksville has been established. 
Here are located a general store and a 
church, the latter being the largest as 
well as the most substantial building 
in the Ricks empire. During week days 
the church is transform ed into a school­ 
room. and a regularly employed teacher 
(tisually one of the Ricks daughters) 
labors with the descendants of Ileber 
Z. 
On Sundays, and not infrequently 
of an evening, services, which are, of 
course, strictly 
Mormon, 
are 
held. 
These religious m eetings are usually 
presided over by the elder Ricks, and

lowed with great diilieulty. This trail 
led them aej'oss the .state of Nebraska 
along the 1‘latte river, up the Big Larju- 
mie river and across the st;ite of \Vy- 
onjing by way of Fort Laramie, and on 
into the vallty of the great Salt lake via 
Echo eauyon. 


When Kicks left Missouri, it Is said, 
he was a single man, but when he and 
his party reached Salt lake valley he 
was the possessor of five better halves. 
Settling near Salt Luke. Kiek>. contin­ 
ued to take unto hiui.^elf additional 
wives until he had ten. 
Early in the 
year LSiiU, with the num ber of his wives 
increased to 12, liicks pulled up stakes 
and 
moved 
acrosi; 
the 
m ountains 
through eastern Idaho to the valley of 
Snake riv< r. 
There, upon one of the 
m ost fertile spcjts to be found on the 
continent, lie establithed himself. The 
first few years were ones of g reat ac­ 
tivity for Kicks and his already large 
family. Foi- a tim e all lived in one large 
house, which was hastily erected, b u t 
later 12 houses, composed of roughly 
hewn logs, were constructed at dlifer­ 
en t points along the river. 
To these 
were added, in due time, bam s, corrals 
and other outbuildings, and in a few 
years Rieksville was som ething more 
than a name. 


While the population in the vicinity 
of this settlem ent is distinctly Ricks, 
there are n large num ber of families o f 
other names, says the Chicago In ter 
Ocean. 
The settlem ent does not differ 
in this respect o r in any other from any 
Mormon eettlem ent in Utah, W yoming 
o r Idaho, and a visitor, w’ere he not fa­ 
miliar with the history of the Hicks 
family, W'ould never suspect th a t Ueber 
Z. Ricks is the fath er of eo m any ehil* 
dren.
